tion of representatives of the 
Irish 


race, which was summoned with a view 
of affording the ^opportunity to all who 
desire to see unity restore^ among the 
Irish Nationalists to come together and 
formulate a platform in support of the 
Irish 
Nationalists throughout 
the 


world may act together, was opened in 
Leinster hall at noon and will be in 
session three days. When the conven- 
tion was called to order there were 
2000 delegates present, including repre- 
sentatives from Great Britain and Ire- 
land, the United States, Canada, Aus- 
tria and South Africa. Right Rev. 
Patrick O'Donnell was electee! perma- 
nent chairman. The Healyitea and 
Parnellltes took no part in the conven- 
tion. 


Resolutions were -adopted 
favoring 


the reconstitutlon of an united Irish 
party bound together in the home rule 
ranks and disciplined in the rule of the 
majority. A telegram was read from 
the pope, in which his holiness prayed 
for a cessation of the differences exist- 
ing among the Irish 
parties. The 


chairman, Dr. O'Donnell, said that the 
convention cared little from what gov- 
ernment the Irish obtained .the right 
of self-government and 
they 
would 


strenuously oppose every party refus- 
ing that right. A letter was read from 
the archbishop of Toronto, Most Rev. 
John Walsh, expressing his sympathy 
with the objects 
of the 
convention. 


Hon. Edward Blake. M. P., formerly of 
Canada; John Dillon, M. P., the leader 
of the Irish parliamentary party; Mi- 
chael Davitt and T. P. O'Connor were 
among those who took part in the -dis- 
cussions. Anthony Kelfy, of Minneap- 
olis, Is among the American delegates. 


Dr. O'Donnell, In the course of his 


address, upon taking--the chair, especi- 
ally welcomed the delegates from the 
United States, Canada and Australia, 
whose presence in 
the 
convention 


proved the unity of the Irish race in 
Ireland's cause. Referring to the re- 
port of the commission on the finan- 
cial relations existing between Great 
Britain and Ireland he said the report 
showed how Ireland was being despoil- 
ed, and revealed enough to reawaken 
the w*hole Irish question. Speaking in 
regard to the disunion of the National- 
ist party, Dr. O'Donnell aroused in- 
tense enthusiasm on the part of his 
hearers by declaring that no man, nor 
any set of men, ought to place them- 
selves into competition with the cause 
of Ireland. 


Mr. Alfred 
Webb, of 
Dublin, and 


Rev. Father Ryan, of Toronto, moved 
a series of resolutions favoring a union 
of the Irish parties, 'n!u!ing with satis- 
faction the recent relense of Irish polit- 
ical prisoners from 
British 
prisons, 


and declaring that the Irish land act 
could not be accepted as a final settle- 
ment of the Irish question. Mr. -Tustin 
McCarty spoke 
upon the 
subject of 


parties, and in th<> rnnrse of his 
re- 


marks said he believed that the as- 
sembling of this Convention was the 
result of a general acceptance of the 
principle of the rn'e of the majority. 
Father O'Cailgan, of Boston, and Dean 
Harris, of Toronto, appealed 
to the 


convention in favor of party unity. A 
private conference of American, Cana- 
dian and Australian 
delegates 
was 


held Tuesday evening, at which were 
discussed various proposals designed 
to settle the differences between the 
party factions, but no decision was ar- 
rived at. Another conference was held 
Tuesday evening, when the attempt at 
reconciliation of the factions was re- 
sumed. 


New York,Sept.3.—A Recorder's.spe- 


cial from Key West, Fla., says: One 
of the bloodiest encounters of the Cu- 
ban war occurred last Thursday, near 
Bayamo, where a company of Spanish 
troops were ambushed, and with one . 
exception were completely extermina- 
ted by 400 insurgents, who formed a 
part of Rabi's column. 
According to 


advices received here the Spanish gar- 
rison has been shut down up in Baya- 
mo for several weeks by the insurg- 
ents. 
Provisions and ammunitions 


were scarce and the commander sent 
word to his superior officer at Santiago 
de Cuba that he would be forced to sur- 
render Bayamo 
unless relief 
came 


soon. 
Last week the Spanish com- 


mander was notified that relief was on 
the way to Bayamo, and he was in- 
structed to send out a detachment to 
meet it. Accordingly 150 picked Span- 
ish troops, under Captain Jose Pcrrara, 
was ordered to meet the convoy. They 
marched till noon without meeting the 
convoy and then halted for dinner. 
Four hundred of the insurgents inter- 
cepted 
the 
Spaniards 
while 
at 


dinner. The Spaniards were complete- 
ly surprised and were cut to pieces al- 
most before they were aware of the 
enemy's presence. The Cubans, after 
firing a volley, rushed on the Span- 
iards with their machettes, and two- 
thirds of those killed wore hacked to 
pieces. 
Only one of the J50 escaped. 


He was left for dead, but revived, and 
although horribly wounded, made his 
way back to Dayamo and told the story 
of the slaughter. . 


In the meantime Rabi with his main 


force had captured the convoy, which 
was accompanied by only a company 
of Spanish volunteers, who siii-feiKisr- 
ed when they saw they worn surround- 
ed. The Cubans captured 200,000 cart- 
ridges und 500 rifles, besides provis- 
ions, clothing and medical supplies. 


MANIA FOR MURDER. 


A Man Leaves His Home Because 


He Wanted to Kill His Family. 
Wooster.O., Sept. 3.—About the mid" 


rtle of June of the present year Samuel 
M. Zimmerman, a wealthy farmer of 
Mechanicstowii, Pa., disappeared from 
his home. Not :i word as to his where- 
abouts'was heard until two weeks ago, 
when he came to the home of a broth- 
er, C. M. Zimmerman, in Smithviile, a 
rag-g-ed tramp and so weak that he 
could barely stand. To, his brother he 
explained liis leaving- home by saying 
that a desire to kill his family had 
come upon him, and that the only way 
he could get rid of the desire was to 
leave his home. lie appeared perfect- 
ly rational, and said that he had gone 
first to Baltimore, then to Washington 
and Philadelphia, returning each time 
within a few miles of his home, when 
he would again be taken with the 
mania to kill, when he would turn 
about again and start on a tramp, the 
last time coming- to Ohio.

Re- 
ferred to the city engineer with instruc- 
tions to act at the next meeting. 


A sensation was sprung when Oity 


Clerk Adams read the following letter 
from Judge J. W. Bannon: 


"Portsmouth. O. 


"Gentlemen:—I beg to call the at- 


tention of the city council to tho street 
assessment cases recently decided by 
the circuit court in favor of the city. 
I was retained by the city in these 
cases shortly after the death of Mr. 
Hutching and argued the case in com- 
mon pleas court on demurrer, tried 
them in tho common pleas, and secured 
judgment in favor of the city; the 
cases were appealed to the circuit court, 
there again tried and argued, and fin- 
ally decided in our favor. 
Counsel for 


the defendants prepared a 
journal 


entry containing special findings of 
facts, to which I objected. I prepared 
a special finding of facts for the city, 
which involved considerable labor and 
presented it to the opposing counsel 
and at once wrote to Judge Clark, tho 
presiding judge of the court, that I 
would not consent to the journal entry 
and special findings"prepared by coun- 
sel for defendants, and it presented • to 
him for approval, I desired to be heard. 


"At this point the city solicitor and 


counsel for the defendants took the 
findings prepared by me, and without 
advising with me,, undertook to prepare 
such findings as would be satisfactory 
to the defendants. The city solicitor 
brought to me the findings prepared by 
them, when I at once pointed out to 
the solicitor that they were erroneous 
and prejudicial to the city, and he ad- 
mitted that they were and claimed that 
he had not appreciated the full mean- 
ing of these findings. I then notified 
the solicitor that F objected to any 
change in my findings and protested 
against their mutilation, and notified 
him, in the presence of witnesses, not 
to sign my name to any entry exhibited 
to me/ 
"I heard nothing further from the 


case until last. Wednesday evening, 
when I notified the solicitor that I in- 
tended to go before Judge Clark with a 
journal entry in the cases and would 
give notice to opposing counsel at once 
of the time, when I was informed by 
him that he had1 agreed with counsel 
for the defendants on a journal entry 
two weeks ago, or more, and signed it 
and had it entered. I also learned that 
such entry has my name signed to it, 
but this was done by the solicitor and 
was wirtten without my knowledge or 
consent. These entries are wrong, and 
are not such ast he court would approve 
against my objections. 
They are care- 


lessly drawn and not, as I claim, in 
accordance with the facts as found by 
the court. 
I have notified the clerk 


not to put them upon'the journal of the 
court. The entry which -I drew, tho 
solicitor and opposing counsel say, they 
cannot find. 


"I write this to advise the council 


that if the solicitor is to be permitted 
to disregard in the conduct of the cases, 
I must retire from them. /They are of 
too much importance to the city to' be 
trifled with. 
All I have asked of him 


is to let the findings prepared by rue 
for.the city alone, and if they are not 
satisfactory to opposing counsel, to let 
the court decide between us, which 
journal entry shall be used. The solic- 
itor docs not seem to want this done 
for reasons best known ,to himself, and 
I know of no other way of settling a 
matter where counsel cannot agree. 


"I request council to take action in 


the matter, as this is not the only mat- 
ter in connection with the?« assess- 
ments in which I have not the ;co-eper- 
ation of the solicitor. 


J. W. BANNON." 


As soon as the clerk had finished, 


Judge Osborn sprung the following res- 
olution : 


"Be it resolved by the council of the 


city of Portsmouth Ohio: That in all 
matters in which Hon. J. W. Bannon 
has been employed as an 
additional 


counsel by this council, that the said 
J. W. Bannon be, and is hereby given, 
full control; and the solicitor is hereby 
relieved of further attention to the 
same." 


Judge Osborn moved the adoption 


of his resolution. He said he meant 
no reflection on the solicitor, but there 


be intended, but very serious allega- 
tions were made against Mr. Woodrow 
iu Judge Bannon's letter. If they were 
true, Mr. Woodrow should be im- 
peached and removed from office. 


Mr. Woodrow was heard in ; his own 


defense. 
He made a general denial 


of Judge Bannoii's charges, claimed 
that he had the say about the oases and 
that his findings in the journal entry 
were all right. He was under the im- 
pression that the entry was satisfactory 
to Judge Bannon. 
The latter had 


tacitly agreed to it. 
The solicitor 


claimed that council had no authority 
to relieve him from further connection 
with the cases. 


Mr. Osborn took igsue'with the solic- 


itor. He claimed that he could be re- 
lieved, and read, from the journal en- 
try agreed to by Mr. Woodrow and at- 
torneys for the defendants, showing 
wherein thero were mistakes, in fact 
showing gross carelessness, to say the 
least. 


Mr. Berthold gave the solicitor an 


awful roast, saying he ought to bo re- 
moved a8' he was evidently working 
against the city's interests. 


Mr. Osborn's resolution was then 


passed by a vote of 8 to 5. 


An application from Sigmund Burk- 


hard for the $500 reward offered for 
the arrest of the dynamiter, was ordered 
laid on the table. 
Sigmund claimed 


to have aided the police in running 
down Hinson. 
His sister got the 


anonymous letters. 


Judge A. O. Thompson, who was 


present, then submitted a report of the 
status of the Portsmouth and Colnm- 
bus turnpike cases. There were 11,000 
shares, 10,992 of which had a par 
value of $10 each. 
The city of Ports- 


mouth owned over 2,000 of these; 640 
were owned by various parties and the 
remainder by the Emmitt estate. 
The 


city owns more than one-fifth of all the 
outstanding shares. 
By a careful ex- 


amination of the books of the company 
and of the late James Eramitt, Judge 
Thompson was satisfied that there was 
a balance in favor of the company of 
$55,790. This balance was a real one. 
If the Emmitt estate won a certain 
suit it would' be solvent and in any 
event would pay at the very least fifty 
cents on the dollar. One of the execu- 
tors of the estate had admitted to Mr. 
Thompson that the claim was a good 
one. 
If the proper legal steps were 


taken, from $6,000 to §10,000 would 
be recovered for the city. There was 
no doubt of this. The matter was re- 
ferred to the committees on law and 
claims and the finance committee for 
investigation, and they will report at 
the next meeting as to whether they 
wish to proceed with the cases. Judge 
Thompson said he was confident a con- 
siderable sum could be recovered. 


An invitation to participate in. the 


Labor Day parade was accepted, and 
councilmen will march next Monday. 
A tremendously long schedule was read 
by City Clerk Adams. It amounted to 
§4,530.59. Mr. Labold said if the city 
kept on at that rate it would soon be 
bankrupt. 
Mr. Connolley said that 


quite an extensive improvement was 
being made on Jackson street. 
It was 


unauthorized and the street commis- 
sioner was at the head ,of the whole 
business. 
He had spent a big sum of 


money. 
It should be investigated.

Marshal 
Watkins came around at his usual hour 
and was surprised to find himself ahead 
of -His Honor; who had not yet put in

customary early appearance at 


headquarters. 


Nine o'clock passed and still His 


Honor was not on hand. .Marshal Wat- 
kins became apprehensive that some- 
thing was wrong, 
What if the two 


men who had designs on His Honor's 
life, as was stated in that last anony- 
mous letter, had been successful in car- 
rying out their murderous plans?

Explaining Why the Fiat of the 


Government Alone Makes the 


Value of Coin or Paper. 


The Wall street party and its advo- 


cates insist that there can be no good 
money that depends upon the fiat of 
ttie government of the Unite States. 
The fiat of Europe is all right. The 
fiat of Uncle Sam is weak. 
Let us ex- 


amine into the question. After all, 
what is flat money? 
Is there any 


money in this country that is not fiat 
money? People by common consent 
may accept a bank note or other form 
of currency, but such currency is not 
money in any true sense. There is not 
a dollar in existence in the United 
States of real money that is not flat 
mo'ney. 
All the gold of the world 


would not pay a single debt but for the 
flat of the federal government, nor 
•would all the silver of the world pay a. 
dollar of debt except by the fiat of our 
government. This is made too plain 
argument. 


Should a suit be instituted in court 


to collect a debt, and that debt be §100, 
yet if the debtor tendered in court a 
thousand dollars' worth of gold bullion 
or silver bullion the creditor would not 
be compelled to take it, for the bullion 
thus offered would not be legal tender. 
And this is so with regard to the for- 
eign coins, whether such coins be gold 
or silver. The laws of our country, by 
the fiat of our government, declares 
what shall be legal tender. This is 
fiat or the government, and without 
this fiat there is no money. A judg- 
tnent calling for 81,000 cannot be paid 
by'tendering all the gold coins and all 
the silver coins of the world outside of 
this country. 
NoThing can satisfy and 


discharge that judgment except the 
fiat of our our own government. 


OUR. LFGAL TENDER. 


Our laws declare what shall be legal 


tenders, and the money issued under

a debtor can discharge his debt; there- i

LAW OF BIMETALLISM 


The great demand of 70.000,000 ol 


people in our country, with 870,000,- 
000,000 of wealth to be exchanged for 
silver, with some 
812,000,000,000 or 


§15,000.000,000 vrorth of commodities 
produced annually to be exchanged for 
silver; in other words, the great de- 
mand of the people of the United 
States for money, a demand .that ex- 
ceeds that of all European countries 
combined, and this demand being- made 
upon silver and silver only beeause of 
hoarded or exported gold, would im- 
mediately Bring the par of silver to 
gold, or practically so. This is the law 
of bimetallism as laid down by the 
fathers and by the scientific writers 
upon the subject. 


Should gold become scarce and hard 


to obtain the people have the right to 
draw up*n the silver supply.

country, and others, shall have the 
power to seize upon tjje monetary sup- 
ply, to own it and control it, and to 
compel mankind to give in property 
and commodities whatever these trusts 
and combines may demand for the if 
gold. This gold trust is at the head oi 
all trusts and combines in this country. 


RESULT OF CORNERS. 


When the money volume is cornered 


it enables the owner of that money 
volume to corner all products. Tho 
Standard oil trust has cornered the 
product of petroleum, and fixes the 
price of that commodity for the people 
of this country at the will of the com- 
bine. The monopolies of this country 
by xise of this trust have gotten cou-" 
trol of the beef market. They fix the 
price of the product of beef to the 
farmer and also the price to the con- 
sumer. They also enable the grain

There 
is no limit to the manufacture of paper. 


The piece of paper on which a dollar 


is issued may be used with equal propri- 
ety and facility to print on it one bil- 
lion of dollars. Paper may be and can 
be used to such an extent as to depre- 
ciate the money to the value of the pa- 
per on which it is written. Paper 
money may also be made us valuable 
gold or silver by limiting the quantify 
of the issue. The difference between 
paper moiie}7 and metallic money, or, 
rather, a system based upon paper is- 
sues alone and a system based upon the 
use of gold and silver is quite apparent 
in this connection. 


In all the history of "the world neith- 


er gold nor silver has been produced 
in excess of the necessary demands of 
the world for money. Silver and gold 
cannot be manufactured. Their vol- 
ume cannot possiblybe increased, or 
inflated, or contracted at the mere 
whim of the legislature unless by de- 
monetizing one or both of the metals, 
or by debasing them. 
When n govern- 


ment establishes a ratio; that is to say, 
when it declares, as we propose, that 
1C ounces of silver shall be coined into 
money of the same value as one ounce 
of gold; that 16 ounces of silver shall 
shall pay as much debt as one ounce of 
gold, and opening the mints to the un- 
limited coinage of both metals at this 
ratio means that nature shall do the 
rest and the laws of 'commerce and 
trade shall regulate the volume. 


NATURE'S LIMITATION. 


Nature has s>et its seal of limitation 


upon the product of silver and of gold. 
Jt requires the science of the geologist, 
the genius of the machanist and nil the 
appliances of scieulitic chemistry, as 
well as the ingenuity of man, to ex- 
tract these mp.tiils and separate them 
from the baser composition with which 
they arc found, 
it is said, and truly 


said, that it requires a gold mine to 
work a silver mine. 
Tho cost of pro- 


ducing the precious metals, on the 
average, i.s probably gri-ater than the 
value of the uu-tals after their produc- 
tion. The supply being thus limited 
and the cost of production being prac- 
tically fixed, it is impossible to over- 
produce the precious metals or unduly 
inflate the currency under the free 
coinage of both. This lias been the 
argument in all agos nud is today the 
reason why precious metals'should be 
used as the basis for our money in- 
stead of paper. So that the fiat of 
Uncle Sam under the bimetallic law 
will give a demand for money coming 
from the mines of silver that \vill 
maintain its vnhic a.s the equal of gold. 
It will give the opportunity for the 
industrial people of this country to use 
silver as well as gold. Should the own- 
ers of gold corner that metal, as they 
now have done, and make an enormous 
demand for it, as is now the case, 
owing to the demonetization of silver, 
and should, as now. the owners of 
gold insist that all their bonds and 
mortgages be paid in gold, under the 
free coinage system the people would 
have another .source of .supply—a com- 
petitor with the owner.-, of gold would 
be upon the scene. The silver miners 
and owners of silver would at once 
come in competition with the miners 
and owners of gold, and thus open up 
a new avenue of escape for the op- 
pressed debtor and for the people who 


- must have money. Thus the silver of

would com 
in connection with the 


g-old supply; and should gold be hoard- 
el or exported to other countries, then 
the silver would take its place, and 
onr demand for gold would immediate- 
ly cease &nd be transferred to a de- 
mand for silver.

accumulating their millions every year, 
building up enormous fortunes, and ut 
the same time impoverishing the great 
laboring masses of the people.

of its peopled They are very good- 
natured about It, and evidently live 
from one year's end to the other satu- 
rated in the atmosphere of the battle. 
The artistic merits of the collontlcra of 
monuments on the field of Gettysburg 
is a matter 
of 
much 
controversy. 


Sometimes Gettysburg has 
been re- 


ferred to as pur national museum of 
mostrosities, or' chamber of horrors. 
The idea of putting cemetery monu- 
ments all over a town, for a space ot 
six miles long by two miles broad, is 
to many not a tasteful idea.. Others 
declare that this city of memorials is 
wonderfully impressive, and could not" 
in its line be excelled. To criticise the 
monuments themselves' would be a 
large task, since there are no two de- 
signs alike. The equestrian statues of 
Hancock, Meade ana. Reynolds are 
quite as beautiful and artistic as any= 
thing of the kind In Washington, while 
some of the smaller monuments, like a 
few.that might be round in Mount Au- 
burn or Forest Hills, are a little short 
of being artistic. 1 was much amuSed 
by the comments of a party of Ohio 
men, 
returning from a druggist's con- 


vention somewhere, who were riding 
over "the field, says a writer. 
When 


they I'eached'one monument- at the base 
of which rests a bronze dog, repre- 
senting a faithful animal -that followed 
the regiment throughout the struggle, 
the guide told the-story of the dog's 
fidelity with -ponderous seriousness. 
Just as the party drove on a dog ap- 
peared running about, the exact coun- 
terpart in size, color and looks of. the 
bronze memorial. The decorum of the 
druggists disappeared, and they shout- 
ed to the man standing beside the 
newly discovered canine: "Put him 
back; he belongs on the monument; 
he's just got down; we saw him there." 


One of the most artistic endeavors of 


those having the field in charge Is the 
attempt to keep things just as they 
were on the day of battle. Reynolds' 
grove, where the gallant soldier fell, Is 
kept of the same size, and with the 
same kind of -trees, and new ones are 
constantly planted, and ' the 
older 


growth thinned out,» so that for all 
time Reynolds' grove may look as it 
did on the day that made for Gettys- 
burg a spot on the map of the world. 
Old houses and barns that t'ormeTl a 
part of the play are kept in place, and 
no new ones which would change the 
outlook are allowed to go up. 
This, 


of course, is 'done through wholesale 
purchase of land on the part of the 
Government, and each Congress has 
before it a bill to buy still more terri- 
tory. The highways about Gettysburg 
were taken out of the control of the 
town and given to the United States 
Government by special act of the Leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania, but to this

The blanks for making them 
are purchased for ?1 a thousand from 
a Cincinnati firm that produces them 
by contract. 
Blanks for nickels are 


obtained in the same way, costing Un- 
cle Sam only a cent and a half apiece.
